“Poise and posture are instru- 
mental in good speaking,” the audi- 
ence was told by Mrs. Gifford, “for 
one cannot speak properly when he 
is slouched down, or bent over.” 

Fear Harmful 

Fear is one of the most harmful 
elements in poor speaking, accord- 
ing to the speaker, for if one has 
“stage fright” he is apt to have 
difficulty in speaking so that he 
can be understooa. The only way 
to overcome this fear is by building 
up confidence in oneself, and also 
by actual experience. 

“Far more girls than boys talk 
in a nasal tone, and this is exceed- 
ingly harg to correct. However boys 
have a throaty sound far more of- 
ten than girls,’ added Mrs. Gif- 
ford. 

“Life is full of glorious possibili- 
ties,” Mrs. Gifford said in conclud- 
ing, “ang our happiness and con- 
tentment, together with the extent 


of our achievements, are wholly 
matters of personality adjustment.”

From Merchant Princes 
Most of our great financial lead- 


clothing business. Forerunners of 
our present big private bankers were 
the merchant princes. Even today 
in England the Rothschilds, the 
Barings and the Morgans are called 
merchants rather than bankers.

The Yankee of New England was 
a born trader. From earliest Colo- 
nial days New England owned ships 
that scoured the seven seas in 
search of merchandise and trade. 


| George Peabody from Boston was 
the great seller of American securi- 
ties to English investors during the 
Civil war. Junius S. Morgan, who 
carried on his business after his 
death, also came from Boston. The 
son of Junius S. Morgan, John Pier- 
pont Morgan, lived in Boston as a 
boy and went to the English high 
school. The names of the great mer- 
chant princes of New England, the 
Lowells, the Lawrences, the Cabots, 
the Appletons, the Lees, the Hig- 
ginsons, and many others are free- 
ly intersprinkled through the early 
history of the beginning of New 
England banking. 
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World Slow to Adopt 


Idea of Christian Era 

It was the custom of ancient peo- 
ple to reckon their chronological 
eras from some great historical 
event, for example, the Romans 
from the foundation of Rome, the 
' Greeks from the establishment of 
| the Olympic games, the Babylonians 
| from accession of Nabonassar, etc. 
Consequently when Christianity be- 
came the established religion of the 
Roman empire, it was natural that 
the supposed date of the birth of 
Christ should replace that of the 
founding of Rome as a means of 
reckoning dates. A Roman abbot, 
Dionysius Exiguus, introduced this 
method into Italy in 533 A. D., fix- 
ing the birth in the year 754 of the 
Roman era, though he began the 
| year 1 with the Annunciation, March 
25 of the previous year. The use 
| of the new Christian era was intro- 
duced into France and England in 
the Eighth century, but it was slow 
in receiving official recognition. 
Charlemagne appears to have been 
the first secular authority to use it.

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“Tin Can” Island 

The island of Niuafou, in the Pa- 
cific ocean, about 800 miles from 
Fiji, is but three miles in diameter 
and is shaped like a ring. Outside 
the ring the water is, of course, 
salt, but within it lies a lake which 
is only slightly brackish. No doubt 
the island is the erater,of a vol- 
cano—a mountain which rises al- 
most straight up from the deep 
oocean bed. Similar volcano craters 
lie upon islands within the island 
itself, and these become active 
every 15 or 20 years. Strangely 
enough, this queer island has quite 
a large population. Its inhabitants 
number nearly 1,500 Tongans and 
a sprinkling of Europeans. In rough 
weather no ship can reach Niuafou, 
but as a strong current sects toward 
the shore the mails are placed in a 
soldered tin box and thrown over- 
board, to be retrieved by native 
swimmers. This queer kind of postal 
delivery has provided Niuafou with 
a second name. It is known famil- 
jarly as Tin Can island.

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Another Old Industry | 
Lost to Great Britain 


One of the oldest and most pic- 
turesque industries in Britain is 
the preparation of woad as a dye. 
Nowadays the manufacture of this 
dye has fallen into decay through 
the competition of indigo in its 
markets.

Whatever luxuries the Colonists 
thought they could dispense with 
when they reached the New world.

They were 


common in England, 
with their varied ornamentation, 
during the Seventeenth century. 
Some of them were adorned with 
scrolls of foliage, or in the case of 
finer examples the brass cover was 
cut through in perforated open- 
work. Dashing cavaliers, gracious 
ladies and flowers were of iron fit- 
ted into wood, but the best pieces 
were mounted with brass.

Here are the recipes for two of 
the dishes on this menu which 
you may not know how to make: 


The Recipes 


Tomato Bowillon with Okra: 
Combine the contents of a 12% 
ounce can tomato juice with one 
can of bouillon, and the liquor 
from @ one-pound can of aspai- 
agus, reserving the tips to be used 
in the asparagus Hollandaise. Add 
one cup water, the contents of a 9- 
ounce can of okra, thinly sliced, 
salt and pepper to taste, and a 
few drops of lemon juice. Heat 
thoroughly and serve in cups. 
Serves eight. 7 

Thanksgiving Ice: Press the 
apricots from a No. 2 can through 
a sieve, and add one cup orange 
juice and four tablespoons lemon 
juice. Boil one-half cup sugar, 
three-fourths cup water and two 
tablespoons corn syrup for three 
or four minutes, and then dissolve 
in it two teaspoons gelatin 
soaked in four tabi:espoons cold 
water.
